In this moſt unnarura]] Warre commenced againſt the- 
orereft ſolemnicies of Chriſtianity, and all thar is called 
God, I have been put to fe co run ſome- whicher to ſanRuarys: 
bur whither, was ſo great a queſtion, that bad nat - religion 
been my guide, I had not known where to have found reBB os- 
ſafery, when the King and che Laws, whoby God'and Man: 
reſpe&ively are 8ppotnted the protectors of Innocence and 
Truth, tad themfclves the greatef# need of a PcoteRor, And 
when inthe beginning of theſe troubles I haſtned co His 
Majeſty, the cale of the King and His good ſubjects, was: 
ſomething like that of 1/zac, ready to be ſacrificed, the wood 
was prepared, the fire kindled, rhe knife was lift up, and the 
A- 3 band 
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hand was ſtriking, that if we had not been ſomething like 
Abraham t00, and againft hope have beleeved in hope, we 
had been as much without comfort as we were in ontward ap- 
pearance without remedy. 

I: was my cuſtome long fince to ſecure my ſelf againſt the 
violences of D.ſconrents abroad, as Gerſox did againſt remp- 
tations, in angulss &libellis, . in my books and. my retire- 
ments : But now I was deprived of both them, and driven 
to a pnblick yiew and participation of thoſe dangers and mi. 
ſeries which threatned the Kingdome, and diſturbed the 
eavcnnefle of my former life, 1 was therefore conftrained 
to amaſſe together all thoſe arguments of hope and comforr, 
by which men in the like condition were ſupported ; and a. 
mongt all the great examples: of trouble and confidence, 
I reckon'd King David one of the biggeit,, and of greateſt 
confideration, For confidering that he was a King, vexed 
with a Civill warre, his caſe had ſo much of ours in it, thar 
ie was Jikely the deyotions he uſed might fic our tur, and 
kis comforts ſuſtain us. | | 

And indeed when I came to look upon the Plalter with 
2 ncerer obſervation, and an eye diligent to eſpy my adyan- 
cages and remedies there depokited, I found very many pray- 
ers againſt the enemics of the King and Church, and the 
miſeries of Warre. I found ſo may admirable promiſes , 
. ſorape variety of exprefiions of the mercies of God, ſo many 


confſolatory-bymnes, the commemoration of ſo many delives- - 


yances from dangers, and dearhs, and Enemies, ſo many 
"miracles of mercy and ſalvation, that I began tro be 
fo confident as to beleeve there could come no afflition 

reat enough, co ſpend ſo great a ftock of comfort as was 

aid up in the treaſure of the Pſalcer : the ſaying of S. Paul 
was here verified, If finne [and miſery] did abound, then 
did grace ſuperabound : and as we beleeve of the Paſlicg 
of Chriſt, it was ſogreat as to be able to ſatisfie for a thou- 
fand worlds 3 ſoir is of the comforts of Pavids Pſalms, they 
are more then ſufficient to repair all the breaches of mankind. 
But for the -particular occaſion of creating confidences in us, 
that God will defend his Church and bis Anointed, and al: 
tha cruſt in bim, againſt all their enemies, (which was our 
caſe,and contained ia it all our needs for the preſent) Ifound 


' fo abundant ſupply, that of 150. Pſalms, ſoine whereof are 
Eq | Hiſtorical, 
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Hiftoricall , many Euchariſticall, many Prophericall, and 
che reſt prayers for ſeverall occaſions; 34 of them are ex- 
preſly made againſt Gods and our enemies 3 Eleven ex- 
preſly for the Church, four for the King 3 thart is, a third' 
part of the Pſalmes relate particularly ro the preſent occaſion, 
beſide many clauſes of reſperſion in the other, which if col- 
leRed in one, weuld of themſelves, be great arguments of 
hope to prevail in ſo good a cauſe, | 
This which experience taught me now, I was promiſed be- 
fore by a frequent teſtimony of the NoRors of the Church, 
who give the Plalter ſuch a Character as is due to the beſt 
and moſt uſefull book in the whole world, viz. The moſt 
profitable of books : the treaſurie of Holy inftruRions,. 
conſummationem totius pagine Theologice, the perfeQion of 
the whole Scripture 3 ſo the ordinary Gloſſe calls it 3 arm 
javenum, parua Eiblia, tribulatorum ſolatia, the young mans 
Armory, the lictle Bible, the comfort of the diftrefied, ſo 
others , to be ſaid by all men upon all occafions, is the coun- 
ſell of the moſt devout amongſt them. Burt concerning the 
Pſalter there are good words enough, and reall obſeryation 
of advantages in the ſeverall Prefaces before the Commen= 
raries upon the Pſalmes, ſer forth by the Fathers, and Wrie 
rers of the firſt and middle ages, I leave the particular enu- 
meration of them, to the learned Divines of onr Church, 
to whom it is more proper : the ſumme of them is this, whick: 
Teytuilian alone bath expreſſed in his Apology againſt the 
Gentiles, Omnes Bibliothecas., &r omna monumenta unins 
Prophete ſcrinium vincit, in quo videtur theſaurus colioratus: 
eſſe totius Fudaici Sacramenti, & inde etiam noſtrz, this book 
alone of the Propher David, hath in it ſome excellencies be« 
yone all the monuments of Learning in any Library whatſo- 
ever, and is the ftore-houſe both of the Zewiſh and Chi» 
ſtan Religon, 
But thac which pleaſes me moſt is the fancy of S. Hilay' 
- expounding the Pſalter tro be meant by the Key of David, 
ſpoken of by S. Zohn in his Revelation: And properly enough). 
for if we conſider how many myſteries of Religion are o- 
pen*d to us in the Plalter, how many things concerning 
Chriſt, whar clear vaticinations concerning his Birth, his: 
Prieſthood, his Kingdome, bis Death, the very circumſtan- 
ces of his Paſlion, his TY and all the degrees of 
| 4 bis. 
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bis Exaltacion, more clearly and explicitely recorded in the 
Plalcer,then in all the old Pcophers befides,we may eafily be- 
keve thar Chriſt wich a Key of Pawidiin bis band, is nothing 
ejſe but Chriſt fully open'a and manifeſted to us in the 
Pſalms in the whole myiterie of our Redemprion. Ones 
pene Pſalmi Ch/ifi perſonam ſuflinen, ſaith Tertul, Almoſt 
all che Palms repreſent the Perſon of Chrift. Now this Key 
of David opens not onely the Kingdome of Grace, by 
Rev<latjon of the myſteries of our Religion, but the King= 
dome of Heaven too, it being ſuch a colleRion of prayers, 
Euchariſt, a&s of hope, of love, of patience, and all other 
Chriſtian. vertues, that as the everlaſting Kingdome is given 
tothe Heir of the Houſe of Dawid, ſo the bonour of opening 
that Kingdome. is given to the fiſt Prince of that Familyzthe 
P(:lms of bis Father David are one of the beſt inlets inco-the 
kingdome of the Sor, Homething to this purpoſe is that ſaying 
ef one of che old Do&ors, Y«X pſalmodie fs refio corde dive 
$4 ur, in tanium omnipet im Dro aflitum ad anmun aperit, uf 
witnte anime vel Prophetie myſteria,vel compunt: ionis __ 
ipſindat, The ſaying or finging of Plalms opens away lo wide 
ſor God to enter into the heart,thar a devour ſoul does uſually 
from ſuch an imploymenc receive the grace of compunRion 
and comtitions or of underſtanding prophecies, _

in all ages hath made Davids Pſalter thegreateſt part of ber 

like and private” devorions 3 ſometimes dividing the 

Plalter into ſeven parts, that every weeks devotion might 
end it 31]. : 

Sometimes decreeing that ic ſhould be ſaid day and night. 
O:herwhile injoyning the recitarion of the whole Pialter be- 
tore the celebration of the blefied Sacrament; and after ſome 
time it was made the publick office of the Church. 

Ic was the generall uſe of Chriltcndome, to lay the Pſalms 
Antipbonatim , by way of verſe and anſwer, ſaith Suide: ; 
and {0. ancient, that the Religious of S., Maik in Alexanaria 
wed ir, ſaith Philo the Jew 3 and S, Ignatins, orelſe Flavi- 
axus,and Divdarus brought it frit imo the Churih of Antiech, 

And for the private Dexacions, that they chic fly conſiſted 
ef the Plalms, we bave great probability from the ſtrift re- 
gniging it of the Clergy,and particularly from them who came 
26 be ordiined, great readineſſe of (aying the Pialter by hearr, 
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Tc was $, Microms counſell to Kuſticns, ani when S, Gregory 
was to ordain the Biſhop of Ancena, his inquiry concerning. 
bis Canonicall ſufictency wa$3if he could iay D42vi4s Palms. 
without book ; ahd for a diſability of doing ir, 7ohnthe Pricit: 
' was rejected from the Biſhoprick of Raverma. Bur this-I 
ronceive more relxes to their private, whento their publicle: 
devoriens, for canner think bur chat in reſpe& of the pubs 
tick Liturgy, it ws enough for Biſhops and Priefts to# read: 
:he Pſafm 5 rhe requiring ability to remember them was to! 
ingrge them to a frequent uſe of ſo admirable devorions, in 
their privace offices, : 

Burrhe Pſalms were not onely of uſe to the Church, as: 
they lay in their own poſirion and form, but the devout men- 
of teverall ages drew them into Colle&s, Antiphonaries,, 
Reſponfories, and all other parts of their devorions. They: 
made their prayers our of the Pfalmes, their confciltons, their 
{oxologies, their ejacularions for the moſt part were clauſes. 
' by periods of the Plalter, S. Hicrome made a colleQtion of- 
choice verſicles, and pur them together into their ſeverall 
chafles, and that. was much of his devotion; che ColleQion: 
ks {till exranc under the Name of $. Hie-0m's Pſalter, S. 4thas 
r.7fi1es made an Index. of the fe verall occaſions and miners of: 
prayer and Euchariſt, and' frerted Pſalms to each particufar,, 
that was bis devotion, the Pfatms inrire as they: lay, only- 
he made ticles of his own. I have ſeen of latter time a ſhore: 
aymne of (ome eight verſes,which are indeed very choice fen- 
rences out of ſeyera?l Pfalms ſet rogether romake a compen= 
fium of Licurgy or Breviary of our necefiicy, and deyotions,, 
colle&ed by S. Bernardine, it is a very good Copy ro be fol- 
lowed. But if we look into the old Licurgies of the Eafjgrm: 
ind W-citern Church:s, and ' where we will almoſt into: the 
privare deyotiens of the old Writers, we may ſay of them. in: 
the expreffion of the Propher, Hauriebant aquas & ſontibus: 
Salvatorts, they drew their waters from the fountains of our: 
bleſſed Saviour , but through the limbecks of Davrd. 

Bur the pratice of this devorion I derived from a higher 
precedent, even of Chrift and his Apoſtles :: for beforethe: - 
vprf{i on immediarely, rhey ſung a Pſalm, ſaich che Scrip: ure, 
Hymna diffs, faith the vulgar Latines having recited: or ſaid: 
t Pfalm; Bar however it was part of Devids Pfalter rhar: 
was ſang, .it was the great Allduh, as the Jews calied- irs, 
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beginning ar the 113. Plalme, rothe 129. excluſively, part 
of chat was ſung. Bur this devotion continued with our ble(- 
ſed Saviour as long as breath was in him, for when he was 
upon the Crofle;he recited the 23, Plalme ad verbum,ſaith the 
Tradition of the Church, and that he began ir, faith tbe 
Scripture, My God, my God, why baſt thou joſaken me ? The 
whole Plalm is rather a hiſtory then a prediction of the paſ- 
fion 3. and what Tertullian ſaith of the whole Plalter is par- 
ticularly verified of this , Filium ad Patrem, ideſt, Chriſlum 
ad Deum verba facientem repreſentat , it repreſents the Sons 
addrefle to his Father, that is, Chriſt ſpeaking co God. 
Againſt the example of Chrift if we confront the praQtice of 
Antichriſt, nothing can be ſaid greater in commendation of 
this manner of devotion ; for B. Hippeiyius, in his Oration 
of the end of the world, ſaith, that in the days of Antichriſt, 
Pſalmorum decantatio ceſſabit,they ſhall chen no more uſe the 
finging or ſaying of Plalmes 3 which when I had obſerved, 
without any further deliberation I fix'd upon the Pſalter as 
the beſt weapon againſt him , whoſe comming we have great 
reaſon to belecve is not far off, ſo great preparation is ma- 
king for him. | 
From the example of Chriſt this grew to be a praQtice 
Apoſtolicail, and their deyotion' came exactly home to the 
likenefſe of the defign of this very Book ; they rurn'd the 
Pſalmes into Prayers. 
. Thus it was faid of Paxl and Silas, Aft. 16. They prayed 
# Pſalm, ſoit is inthe Greek z and we haye a Copy left us 
of. one of the Prayers or Colle&s which they made our of the 
bowels of the ſecond Plalme,it is in the fomrh chapter of 
the. Ai#s, beginning at the 24. verſe, and ends at the 31. 
And now I have ſhown the reaſons of my choice, & the Pre- 
cedents that I have followed. This laſt comes bome to eyery 
eircumſtance of my Book. I onely adde this, that ſince ac- 
cording to the inſtruion of our blefled Saviour, God is to 
be worſhipped in Spiric and in Truth ; no worſhipping can 
be more true, or more ſpirituall then the Pſalter faid with a 
ure mind and a bearty devotion, For David was Geds in- 
| Sao to the church, teaching and admoniſhing us (as our 
duty is ro eachother) in Pſalmes, and Hymnes,and ſpiritual 
Songs, and the Spirit of Truth was the Grand DiQator of 


what David wrote , {o that. we may confidently uſe this 
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devotion as the Church of God ever did, making her ad 
drefles ts God moſt frequently by the Plalms : ſo Prudens 
t1145 reports the guiſe of Chriftendom :

The Prayers which I have colle&ed out of the Pſalms, are: 
nothing elſe, but the matter of the Pſalmes pur into ano= 
ther mood, and fitted ro the neceſſities of Chriſtendame z. 
and of our ſelves in particular, according to the firſt defigna-- 
tion: or ſecondary intention of the bleſſed Spirir ; for the uſe- 
of them conld not expire in the perſon of David, though: 
firſt occaſioned ( many of them ) by his perſonall neceſii- 
ties; for all Scripture was written for our learning, upon: 
whom the ends. of the world are come, ( ſaith the Apoſtle ); 
and Chriſt, and his Apoſtles, and the Church of all ages,. 
hath taught us by their example and precepts, that the pur-- 
poles of the holy Ghoſt were of great extent, and the pro-- 
fits univerſall both for times and occaſions : ſq alſo were the: 
prayers which the Church made out of the Pſalms, and ſung, 
them in her publick offices, $. Auſtin found great advanta— 
ges by ſuch devorions, as himſelf witnefſes 3 Ciim reminiſcor- 
lach/ymas meas quas fudi ad cantus Eccleſie in primordits recu> 
perate fidei mee, magnam inſftituti hugus utilitatem agnoſco.. 
When I call to mind the many tears T thed when I heard the: 
Hymnes and P{alms of the Church, I cannot but acknow- 
ledge the greac benefit of this inſtirution, 

And yet beſides the ſpirituall ſenſe of an aRuall devotion: 
which is ſooner had in this uſe of the Pſalms then of other: 
Prayers, I have had a med itation- that this manner of devo- 
tion might be a-good Symbol and inſtrument of Communion: 
between Chriſtians of a- different perſwafion 2 For if we all 
would communicate in the ſame priyate devotions, it were 8: 
great degree of peace and Charity. The Nicene Fathers in: 
their zeal agzinit Herefie, forbad rheir p-ople to be preſent. 
at the prayers of Heretiques 2 and they had great reaſon (o- 
long as they derived their Herefe into their Licurgy, into» 
their very forms of Baptiime ; _Bur 1am mucb- (candalizzd,. 
| WheB3 
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when I ſee 8 man refuſe to communicate with me in mY 
Prayers, even fuch 2s are in his own Breviary or Manuall- 
For me thinks it is ſtrange chat the Lords Prayer ic ſelf ſhould 
be unballowed in the mouth of a Proteſtant, and yer the 
whole office from the mouth of one of their Prieſts, though 
acyer ſo wicked, theugh a Necromancer, a fecrert Jew, or 
any thing, ſo of their Communion, thalt loſe no tictle of irs 
ſanity and value, So long as nothing of controver fie is 
broughe into our Prayers, (and certainly we may very well 
pray to God withourdiſputing) and Devotion is not made 
a party , he that refyes to joyn with me in what himſelf con- 
ſefles true and holy pretence 1 am a heretick, will cer- 
#inly prove bim({&}ta Schiſmatick. For true it is, a Heretick 
. $$ ro be avoided, that is, in his temptation and in his bereſie, 
zuſk as a notorious Fornicator, an Adulterer, a ſentenc*d 
4runkard, and no mere; the Apoſtles rule excommunicates 
8H alike, with ſuch men no not co eat, and this rule canner 
with ſo mych.eaſe and certainty be pur to praftice inthe caſe 
#f herefie, asinthe caſe of drunkenn:fle, becauſe berchie is 
33 auach- berder to be judg?*d, ar the ſoul is more inviſible then 
we body, eſpecially it we make herefic te be an errour , not 
in the grent greicles of faith onely, but to conſiſt in minures 
alſo : as all they do who refuleto communicate with Perſons - 
diſagreaing even in the ſmalleſt article. 
Bur be that ig readyto ioyn with all the ſocieties of Chrj- 
Siaos in the world, ia thoſe things which are certainly true, 
jaiſt and pious, gives .grear prabation that he hath at leaſt, 
enimnum Catholicum, no Schiſmaticall ſoul, becauſe he would 
2Rualiy communicate with all Chriftendome, if bone fides 
in falſo: articulo, fincere perſwaſion (be it true or falfe) did 
BO! diſblige bim, fince te clearly diftinguiſhes perſons from 
things, and in all good things communicates with perſons 
bad cneugh in others. This is the Communion of charity, 
end when the Communion of belcef is interrupted by miſ- 
perfwafion: on one fide, and toe much confidence and want 
of charity on the other, the erring party hath humane infir- 
mity to 'cxcuſe him, bur the uncharitable, nothing at all, 
F his therefore is the beſt and fureſt way, becauſe we are

| olineVe, 
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tolineſſe. And ſuch is this devotion, the whole matrer 
whereof is the Pſalmes of Dawid, and the prayers ſymba- 
licall,, and alike in ſubſtance, and of the ſame expreffian 
chcoug hout, where ir is not alcered by circumſtances. 

So that I thought T might not imprudently intend this 
book as an inſtrument of publike chari:y te Chriſtians of 
different Confeffions, For I ſee thar ail ſorrsof people fin 
er ſay Davids Pſalms, and by that uſe, if rhey nnderftant 
the —_ of their own Religion, accept ſer forms 
of prayer for their Licurgy, and this form in fpeciall is one 
of their own choyces for devotion : ſo that if all Chriſtians, 
that think Davids Pſalms lawfull devotion, and ſhall obſtree 
the ColleQs from them to be juſt of the ſatne Religion,would 
joyn in this or the like form, I am ſomething confidenethe 
pq would be charity, beſides other ſpirituall ad yantages. 

or my own parricular, ſince all Chriftendome is ſo much 
divided, and ſubdivided into innumerable ſes, I knew nov 
how togive a better evidence of my own beleef, and love of 
the Communion of Saints, and deteſtacion of {chiſme, Jon” 
by an a& of Religion, whoſe conſequence might be (if mi 
pleaſe) the advancement of an univerſall Communion, For 
in chat which is moſt concerning, and is the beſt preſerver 
of charity, I mean -praQicall deyotion and adive piety, the 
differences of Chriftendome are not {o great and many, to 
make an eternall diſ-union and fra@urez and if we inſtance 
in prayer , there is none atall abroad (fome indeed we bave 
commenc*d at home, bur) in the great divifions of Chriſten- 
dome, none at all but concerning the objeR of our prayers 
and adorations, For the Socinian ſhuts up the holy Ghoſt 
from his Leranics, and places the Sonne of Gad in a lower 
form of addrefſe. Bur concerning him I muſt fay, as'S. Paxl 
ſaid of ch: unbeleevers; what have I to do with them that are 
without ? 

For this very thing that they disbeleeve the article of che 
holy Frinicy, they make themſelves uncapable of the com- 
munion of other Chriſtian people of the Nicene Fai:h, and 
we cannor ſo much as joyn with them in good prayers, be- 
cauſe we are not azreed concerning the perfons ro whom 
our devyotions muſt be addrefled 3 and Chriftendome neyer 
did ſo lightly eſteem the article of the holy Trinicy , as nor 
ro ploryin ir, and confeſle ic publickly, and cxpretfe jr -

all our offices. The holy Ghoſt rogether wich the Father 
and the Son muſt be worſhipped and glorifed, | 
But fince all Chriſtians of any publike confeflion and go- 
yernment, that is,all particular and nationa!ll Churches,agree 
in the macrer of prayers and the great objeQ, God in the my- 
ſtery of the Trinity, if the Church of Royze would make her 
#ddrefles to God onely , Through Jeſus Chrift our Lord, 
and leave the Saints in the Calendar, without drawing them 
into her offices (which they might do wichour any prejudice 
ro the ſuits they ask, unleſfſe Chriſts interceflion wichout 
their conjunEure. were imperfet)that we might all once pray 
rogether,we might hope for the bleſſings of peace and charity 
to be upon us all. I am ſure they that bave commenced this

For I have (een an Eflay of this defign made by that pru- 
dent and pious Moderator of Controverſies, George Caſſander, 
who did much for the peace of Chriſtendome, when diſ:- 
oreeirig intereſts and opinions made the grear Schiſme in 
the Weſtern Churches, he puts ferth Deyotions, and with 
them ColleRs for each Pſalm. Bur T (aid,it was a meer Efſav, 
they are ſhort of what he could have done : but when I ſaw 
his name at them, I guefled what every man elſe would 
bave gueſſed concerning bim, it was a purſuance of his grear 
deſign for peace and charity, 

I have (cen three more, the firſt by an old Saxon Prieſt or 
Biſhop, in which chere is nothing of offence, nothing bur 
pious and pri:nirive for the matter 3 but the Celle&s ſo ſhort, 


| that the Pſalm did ſcarce paſſe throughthe Prayer, ſo lictle of 


the reliſh is left, that the percolation is (carce diſcernible. 
A ſecond was printed at Lyons 1545. without the Authors 
name, with a complying deſign of avoiding all offence, and 
a not ingaging God in our ſcholaſticall wranglings, but quite 
contrary to the Saxon; the Prayers are ſo fall of Paraphraſe, 
that I reſolved to go furcher, and (ce if I could ſpeed beter, 
and. at laſt mer with a Pſalter printed lately at Antwerp by 
Cemmand, very fairely indeed, with a Title and a Colle& 
'S to 
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to every Pſa'm, all free from diſpute and partaking in the 
queſtions of Chriſtendome, nor {o much as a guſt or reliſh 
of his own party till the Pſalter be done, the Prayers all 
good, and here I had fixed, bur that I had found them very 
often to be impertinent, But that which I obſerved in all 
theſe, is, that the deſign ſeeme alike, and they are a form of 
devotion made for no Private Se, bur for the benefic of all 
Chriſtian people, which the Author of the Antwerp Plalter

He Cycle of the Sunne is a revolution of 28. years, 
the numbers whereof proceed in their naturall order, 
from 1 to 28 inclufively, and then b:gin again with 1, 
As this y:ar 1652 the number of the Cycle of the Sunne 
is 9, lathe year 1653 it will be 10, and onto 167 1,when 
it wiil be 28. Andin the year 1672 it will'be 1 again, and 
then forward in the {ame order for ever.” The purpoſe of 
ir is to find out the Dominicall or Sunday letter every year, 
For in the revolution of 28 years the Dominicall lerters 
make ail their changes, y 
This number of the Cycie of the Sunne for any year is 
thus ta be found out. 
Adge 9to the year of our Lord, concetning which you 
make the enquiry (becauſe accordinz to the ecclefiaſticall

4c--dnt 9 years of this Cycle were elapſed at the birth of

By the former rules I fand 14 to be the number of the 
Cycle of the Sunne the year 1657, In this Circle annexed 
I find [D} included with it in the ſame lines, therefore 
[D] is the Dominicall for thar year, 

But every fourth year being Bifſextile or leap year, which 
happens when ever the year of our Lord may be divided 
into four equal] parts, there are two letrers included with 
the number of the Cycle of the Sun. As in this year 1652, 
the number of the Cycie is 9, the Letters over it, G F 
In this caſe the Letter ſtanding next ro the number of the 
Cycle is the Dominicall from the firſt of Zanuaiy to the 24 
of Feb;uary inclufively, and the Letter Rtanding uppermoſt 
fromthe number of the Cycle is the Dominicall for all the 
year after.

| T He Cycle of the Moon is a periodicall revolution of 
K years in naturall order from x to 19, and then begin- 
ning again with xz. For in our Ecclefiafticall account th

| days in the Cajenday, whereon they were 19 years before. 

The Numbers in this Ciccle are called alſo the Prime and 
the Golden Number, becauſe they uſually were ſet in the 
_ fiſt Columne in the Calendar in golder or red letters , and 

did fignifie that on that day of the Moneth, againſt 
which they ſtood, the Moon did always change when that 
number ſer againſt the day was Prime or the Golden Num- 
- ber. As when % is Prime look in every moneth, and againft 
what days in eyery moneth reſpeRively 1 is ſetin red let= 
ters, on that day day every moneth the Moon changes ac= 
cording co Ecclehaſticall Compuration. 

To hind out the number of the Cycle of the Moon, or 
the Golden Number, you muſt adde 1 to the year of our 
Lord, concerning which you enquire (becauſe at the birth 
of our Bleiled Saviour 1 year of this Cycle bad elapſed) 
then divide the totail by 19. If nothing remains, then 19 
is the Golden Number for that year: if any ching remaines, 
that remainder is the Golden Number.
